THE LATE MR H. M. BECHER. 
DROWNED IN THE TAHAN RIVER, 


Tho Aoting Co'oninl Secretary has for- 
warded us (he Singapore Free Presa of 
22nd September) the following copy of a 
telegram recuived from the Acting Resident, 
Pahang:— 

*Qain who accompanied Bocher to 
Gunong Tahan has just returned and re- 
ports Bechor drowaed in Tahan River bo- 
fore dawn on &6th September, Body not 
yet rocovorod. Diligent search is being 
made.” 

This news will bo received with much 
regret not ouly in the Straits and Maley 
Peninsula but in North Chinn and Hong- 
kong where the late Mr H. M, Bocher was 
well known, Pending ‘the arrival of fur- 
ther news from Me F..§.. Quin, bia as. 
sistant, who will now be upon his way ¢o 
Singapore down the Pahang river, wa are 
left to conjecture how this unfortunate 
aiaie occurred, It will bo remembered 
that Mr Becher had started on an explor- 
ing expedition with the object of, if pcmsible 
visiting Ganong Tahan, already several 
times the goal of abortive attempts to 
solve the doubte connceted with this my- 
sterious and as yet untroddon mountain. 
From the Gunong Tuhan district, whe- 
ther or not Mr Rechor succoeded 
where others beforo him had failed, it 
vos his purpose to enter Kelantan and work 
his way through the inland portions of that 
state, before finally coming down tho Ke- 
lantan rivorto ilemouth, This particular 
exploring trip was taken as already an- 
nounced under the auspices of the Royal 
Geographical Socicty, who had given Mr 
Becher for this object a grant of £150 and 
a couple of chronometora, - About the time 
Sir Cecil Smith made his fast visit to the 
Statea on the East Ooast, Bir Becher had 
slroady ben up to Kelantsn to get the 
permission of the Sultan to travel through 
the Ststo. Bat, although Mr Becher 
showed the Sulton a map and exploined to 
him that there. wes uo other deaign then 
that ef obtaining more accurate geogra- 
phios) knowledge of his country for in- 
corporation into the map of the Maley 
Puninsals, the Sultan was not responsivo, 
ead teking up @ noe poseumus attitude, ut- 
torod aa his last word ‘bantok suadh.’ Tt 
wos this practical: refusal of the Sultan of 
Kelantsn to allow Mr Bechor froo passage’ 
through his country that tempted him to 
try tho circuitous route through Pahang 
via Ulu Tembiling, taking the exploration 
of Gunong Tahan. om a secondary though’ 
oxiremely important object of tha journey.
